Cornwall has long been struggling to procure the benefits of railway communi- 
cation, but divisions amongst its friends have for several successive years prevented 
any scheme from being carried out. At length, on the 20th August last, at a full 











resolved—* That the genera! interests of the county of Cornwall, as well as of the 
public at large, absolutely require that no trunk line should be sanctioned through 
the county, which does not afford the most direct, central, safe, and continuous 
railway communication from Falmouth and Penzance to London.” This decision, 
in conjunction with the appearance of the scheme of the North Devon Company, 
has appeared to the promoters of the Great Western and Falmouth Junction Rail- 
way to present a tavourable opportunity for bringing before the public a c2ntral 
line, on the broad gatge, which, by the combination of four powerful companies, 
is now, it may be said, brought aimost tothe borders of Cornwall. 

The Great Western Railway, already open to Exete;, is now being extended to 
Crediton, and fromthence the North Devon Company intend to construct a main 
line to join their North and South Devon line, in the neighbourhood of Hather- 
leigh, thirty miles directly west from Exeter, and about seventy miles from Fal- 
mouth. The Great Western and Falmouth Junction Railway, will commence near 
Hatherleigh, and will be about seventy miles in length, and form a direct extension 
of the line from Crediton to that place, proposed by the North Devon Company, and 
will thence pi d by L ton, Bodmin, and Truro, to Falmouth ; and in order 
to preserve the old line of communication from Cornwall to Plymouth, admitted 
to be of great local impastance, a branch will run from the main line near Bodmin, 
through or near Liskeard, to join the South Devon and Tavistock Railway, near 
Plymouth. By means of this railway and the North Devon, Crediton and Exeter, 
Bristol and Exeter, and Great Western Railways, there will b2 a direct and un- 
broken line on the broad gauge from Falmouth through Exeter to London, on the 
one hand, and to Plymouth and the south coast on the other; and it willalso be 
connected with the railways and canals already existing in Cornwall, and by 
branches, with all the most important towns in that county and the north of De- 
von. It is also intended that the line shall be the best in engineering qualities 
which the natural formation of the country will allow, and that all the formidable 
difficulties which induced the Board of Trade to report to Parliament against the 
late Cornwall and Devon Central line shall be avoided. 

This scheme has a decided advantage over apy other at present proposed for giv- 
ing to Cornwall the benefits of railway communication, and is the only line which 
can with certainty effect the object to which the county became pledged, by the 
resolution of the 270'b of August last-no other line affords “ direct, central, safe, 
and continuous rail way ¢ ication from Fal h and Penzance to London.” 
The Cornwall and Devon Central Railway will not insure a continuous line from 
Falmouth to London, until three other independent panies shall have succeeded 
in obtaining their bills; and these projected lines have also to contend against the 
oppositios of through and integral lines from London to Exeter. The west of Eng- 
Jand, below Exeter, is obviously the country ofthe broad gauge, and there is no 
probability that Parliament will sanction the introduction of any other gauge into 
that district—which would be productive of endless confusion and inconvenience. 
With the South Devon line on the one hand, the projected North Devon line on the

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Our announcement of the preference given by the Board of Ad- 
miralty to Beerhaven Harbour, on the south coast of Ireland, as a 
transatlantic packet station, seems to have created quite a sensa- 
tion in the sister country. Some of the Irish journalists, however, 
appear disposed to doubt the confirmation of our announcement, 
and upon grounds which in Ireland, unaccustomed as she has been 
to receive large marks of favour from the Government of this 
country, may be considered as valid—namely, that “the news is 
too good to be true.” They all, nevertheless, speculate ey 
freely upon the “ enormous” advantages to their connie? i 
must rapidly and irresistibly flow from the realization of the an- 
nouncement ; and they all, with a solitary exception of a west of 
Ireland journal, acknowledge the superiority, in every respect, of 
Bantry Bay and Beerhaven Harbour over any of the harbours of 
the south-west coast for an American packet station. In reference 
to this important subject, we must not pass unnoticed some obser~ 
vations made at a recent interesting ceremony in the south of Ire- 
Jand, namely, the opening of the first cutting in the line of the Cork 
and Bandon Railway by the Earl of Bandon, Lord Bernard, the 
noble earl’s sou, and the member for Bandon borough, congratulated 
the inhabitants of the county of Cork on having the first line of 
railway in the south of Ireland, and one opening the wished-for 
communication between Cork and Bantry. Mr. Leahy, the engi- 
neer of the line, says that he accompanied Lord Bandon, and other 
gentlemen then present, as a deputation to Sir Robert Peel, with a 
view of inducing the adoption of Bantry Harbour, in connection 
with its railway, as a transatlantic packet station; and that “the 
proposition received the Premier’s most earnest attention. Al- 
ready,” he adds, * suitable steamers are in progress of construction 








for this desirable line of communication, which may be performed 


from land to land in a week.” Major Beamish, after comparing 
the relative advantages of Galway and Bantry Harbours, gives the 
preference infinitely to the latter for a packet station, and adds‘ 
“that he had reason to belieye that there is but one opivion in the 
Admiralty as to the merits of Bantry; and that if the opiniop of 
the Admiralty was to decide the question, it would at:once be in 
fayour of Bantry Bay as a packet station.” Captain Forster, 
R.N., bears similar testimony to the merits of Bantry Bay for such 
station, and to the opinion of the Admiralty, and adds, that “he 
had lately had a communication from a gallant friend of his in 
Cornwall, who is connected with a railway that is 
public, with the most powerful support in England; and that he 
had no doubt it would be carried. It is a line from Padstow direct 
to London, called the Cornwall and Devon Central Railway; and 
if that was completed, and the Bantry line made, with steamers 
plying between Padstow and Passage (in the Cove of Cork), there . 
would be communication between Bantry Bay and London in six- 
teen and a half hours.” This statement of the gallant veteran was 
received with loud cheers. We have elsewhere, in our number of 
this week, entered more at full into the merits of Bantry Bay and 
Beerhaven harbour as a transatlantic packet station, and will now 
merely observe that both the Admiralty and Government are de- 
cided upon its adoption. What Parliamentary and other influences 
may yet be opposed to such decision remains to be seen; in the 
meantime, we are gratified to find that, the projected line from 
Bandon to Bantry is taken up with so much spirit at both sides of 
the Irish Channel, and that the differences that existed between the 
London committee and the directors of the Bandon and Cork Rail- 
way have been, to both parties, satisfactorily and finally adjusted. 














The great demand that is now making for iron for railway opera- 
tions is giving an animus to mining enterprise in Scotland. Several 
new iron-works were commenced in the spring, and have progressed 
so rapidly, that it is expected that some new brands of pig-iron 
will soon be brought into the market. At Kinnell, there are four 
furnaces already completed, and arrangements are making to have 
them blown in the course of this month, or early in next. It 
appears that it is not more than six or seven months since the 
foundation was first laid down, and now the building is finished— 
a rapidity scarcely known in the iron trade. Those of Eglinton 
and Lugar are also progressing rapidly to completion, and will be 
in blast at nearly the same time as the above. It will be some 
time longer before any of the works in Fifeshire can come into 
operation ; there is no doubt, however, but that in the spring of 
1846 there will be avast quantity of metal produced by them. 
There are, besides these, two other new iron-works, for the pur- 
pose of supplying parties who have hitherto been the purchasers of 
iron pigs, and will shortly be finished. The iron trade generally 
throughout Scotland is greatly improving, and never had the mas- 
ters a finer prospect of a golden harvest than for the next three to 
five years. A meeting of the iron-masters of South Staffordshire, 
preparatory to the general quarterly meetings, was held at Dudley, 
on ‘Thursday, the 26th ult. These preliminary meetings are strictly 
private, and all that is known is, that they are’ all ‘in favour of 
another rise; and there is very little doubt that, at their quarterly 
meetings that will be held during the course of the present month, 
an understanding will be entered into for the fixing of the prices 
for this year. In the meantime, it is satisfactory to state, the iron 
mining masters, from one end of the country to the other, never 
were so busy, and the greater part of them have more orders even 
than they can well supply. The progress of railways is giving an 
extraordinary impetus to mining enterprise, as we have not only 
to look to the present extensive contracts that are being entered 
into for the lines. passed last session, many of which are being laid 
down with locomotive speed, but the numerous schemes. that will 
be brought before Parliament in February next, and in 1847, will 
create such a demand, that the iron-masters must now put their 
shoulders to the wheel. 

This new era in the iron trade, which could not have been anti- 
cipated twenty years ago, has had the beneficial effect of giving em- 
ployment to thousands, not only miners, but the workers in forges 
and furnaces, and, in fact, every branch connected with the produc- 
tion of this most requisite metal. There is every probability that 
there will be a great advance in iron, not only for railways, but the 
progress making iniron steam-ship building, which is now so much 
in favour, and will eventually become much more so, as several very 
extensive contracts have recently been entered into for various _ 
of the globe—Russia, Belgium, the Levant, India, and South 
rica. The successful result of the mannfacture of galvanised iron is 
also likely to make an extraordinary demand for this article, not 
only for the covering of railway termini, warehouses, &c., but. for 
country residences, as well in this country as abroad in the tro- 
pical climates. This invention is one that is making a most rapid 
progress.. Lron ore abounds in this country, and, to the vast 
quantity of coal to work it, there is, certainly, no chance of a scar-

Gongo} July 23.—An exploring party, consisting of one Englishman aid as 
many blacks as may, from time to time, be necessary, has commenced an ex= 
amination of the surface east of Vesey’s shaft, in order to determine whether 
the jacotinga continues in that direction or not; their researches have not yet, 
however, been sufficient to call for any especial remark.

TMOSPHERIC DRAINAGE OF Minus.—It may not be generally known that 
a vast and continual expense is entailed on mineowners for drainage, which is 
usually effected by means of pumps, and which are occasionally found insuffi- 
cient, the mines in such instances becoming flooded and profitless to the pro- 
prieters. A novel apparatus for this purpose has for some tithe been in eoutse 
of adaptation at the pits of Dixon Dixon, Esq,, at Tipton, Staffordshire, being 
the patented principle of H. Adcock, Esq., C.E., who has been persona - 
specting the work in progress, and who, we believe, has tically proved it 
on a scale sufficiently large to insure its success in all ordinary mi cases. 
The invention consists of a blowing cylinder, and a continuous pipe ing a 
syphon, through which the air from the cylinder is forced, and meeti 
the water, which is admitted by an ingenious arrangement of eight valves in 
the pipes (so constructed as to pass a greater or less quantity according to the 
pressure of air), forces it in a stream from the pipe in a computed ratio of 300 
gallons per minute. The importance of the invention will be at once apparent 
to practical engineers, and persons acquainted with mining operations, when 
contrasted with the system now adopted for effecting the same object ;. and 
we learn that on this principle an engine of 20-horse power will be enabled to 
discharge more water in a given time than one of 100-horse power with com- 
mon pumps, and that the cost of the incidental repairs, &c., will not be tore 
than one-fifth of the usual method. One prominent advantage arising from, 
the application of the atmospheric system, is the abatement of frietion and 
strain; and we expect shortly to hear of its general adoption in this extensive

THE SHARE MARKET. 

Mixes.—There is quite a stand-still in mining operations, as the rail- 
Way mania appears to absorb the whole of the speculators in the city. 
The reports from our mining districts are most cheering, and seldom was 
there so much business doing as at present. In foreign mines there is 
searcely anyehing. to notice. 

Ratmways.—There has been a very fair business doing during the 
week in railway transactions, and the settlement has progressed very 
satisfactorily, notwithstanding the pressure that has prevailed in some 
quarters for money accommodation. This is considered one of the hea- 
viest settlements that have been for some time past, and the value of 
money has varied from 5 to 25 per cent., according to the worth of the 
security offered and the responsibility of the borrower. The greatest 
caution is adopted by the gentlemen jobbers in shares or scrips to have 
their transactions bond fide, and not on mere speculation, so that they can 
always know how they stand iu the market. As the end of the year 

the schemers in railway transactions begin to think seriously 
on the subject, in which manner the large deposits accruing upon railway 
projects must be placed in the hands of the Accountant-General. It is 
clear, on a moderate estimate, that the amount required to be provided 
will be, at least, 30,000,000/. sterling, more than the whole circulation of 
the Bank of England, and, perhaps, three times as much as could be 
withdrawn at - one time without seriously embarrassing the whole 
eurrency of the United Kingdom. From the result of careful inquiries, 
it can be stated that there is not an individual in the city, however ex- 
perienced he may be in monetary affairs, who is able, satisfactorily to his 
—_ mind, 2 vy han how this vast or wey of _ is to be provided 

, especially if a large proportion is called for at the same time, which, 
in all probability, will be rar The question that naturally arises, 
and which, no doubt, would perplex the erudite brains of the Accountant- 
General himself to answer, is how much will be wanted at once, and what 
will be done with it when in his possession? At present, the money 
accruing from railway deposits, instead of making any scarcity, rather 
increases the previous abundance, for this very reason, that it passes back 
into the hands of the leading bankers to the numerous railway companies, 
who, as a matter of course, employ it again to the extent to which they 
consider they can prudently and safely embark it. Aceording to the 

conjecture, the month of February next, being that appointed for 
opening of the ensuing session of Parliament, will be the time when a 
large portion of the money will, in due course, be required. But the sub- 
ject is of that vital importance to the country, that it most necessarily 
will demand the most vigilant attention on the part of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in regulating its progress; and, with all the skill that the 
Right Hon. Mr. Goulburn possesses in financial affairs, it is thought by 
many of the leading men in the city that it may prove an over-match for 
the experience and the utmost degree of caution which the Lords of the 
ry can exercise. The great flow of money that now exists in this 
country exceeds all credence, as the greater the demand there is for spe- 
culation, the more plentifully it appears to come into the market, and the 
leading bankers and discount houses are making a golden harvest. The 
latter have had full employment for their money, at the permanent rate 
of 2} to 3. There is a general inclination prevailing among the directors 
of many of the new lines to enter into an amalgamation with others, so 
as to carry out their projects. This is certainly the best plan to adopt 
where there are several opposing lines that can do no good; but, if formed 
into an efficient company, a great deal of good may be derived by them- 
selves and the public, whilst this jealousy is most ruinous to the share- 
holders. The terms of the amalgamation of the Manchester and Bir- 
mingham Company with the London and Birmingham Company have 
announced, and appear highly advantageous to all parties. From 
the Ist of February to the 31st of July, 1846, the London and Birming- 
ham Company guarantee a dividend to the Manchester and Birmingham 
i after the rate of eight per cent. per annum, on their paid-up 
capital of 1,440,000/.; and from the 31st July, 1846, to the Ist February, 
1849, a dividend at the rate of nine per cent. on the capital of 1,800,000/., 
or so much of it as then shall have been called up; and from the 31st 
July, 1848, the Manchester and Birmingham proprietors will be entitled 
to the same rate of dividend as the London and Birmingham proprietors 
on the entire capital of 2,800,000/. Ths Bristol and Gloucester Company 
have declared a dividend at the rate of 16s. and 114d. on every share on 
which the sum of 30/. has been paid up, besides interest at the rate of 44 
per cent. on the new stock, from the period of its payment to the 30th of 
June last. The agreement made between the Birmingham and Glouces- 
ter Company and the Bristol and Gloucester Company, and the Midland 
Company, has been ratified by the different proprietors; the shareholders 
of the two former will receive from the exchequer of the Midland Rail- 
way six per cent. The inhabitants of Hounslow and Brentford have 
resolved to support the Direct London and Exeter Railway, and it is 
expected that arrangements will be made by which the metropolitan ter- 
minus may be brought to Hyde Park Corner. The Manchester and 
Southampton Company, Southampton, Manchester and Oxford, Shrews- 
bury, Wolverhampton, and South Staffordshire Junction Company, the 
Bridport and Exeter, and South Coast Junction Company, the London, 
Hounslow, and Western Company, Grand Union Company, and many 
other lines, are actively being pushed forward in the market. There are, 
at least, twelve new lines spoken of, chiefly what is technically termed 
direct lines, It is remarkable there are no less than three or four schemes 
for Direct Manchester Railway, two or three for Oxford and Worcester, 
the same number for London and Holyhead and the Isle of Man, so that 
next session we may expect a contended railway campaign. Prices in 
ish lines remain, on the whole, steady, considering the fever of the 
market. In foreign railways a good business has been doing during the 
week, principally in Pash, and the new schemes in Belgium. Several 
German schemes have been mentioned in the house, but the scrips have 
not yet been brought forward publicly in the market. To prove the bond

ons that are making in English lines, suffice it to state one 
instance, and that is, that the depositors of the Direct London and Man- 
chester Railway (Rastrick’s) have paid up their 10 per cent., without a 
single exception. The amount of deposits so paid up is 500,000/. This 
speaks well for the company, as they had a warm contention with their 
opponents. The result of the two lines will be decided early next ses- 
sion. Mr. George Hudson, the railway king, it is officially announced, 
has joined the South Midland Railway Company, and also the Liver- 
pool, Manchester, and Newcastle Junction Railway Company. It would 
appear that if the directors of the great lines now forming had not the 
name of this gentleman (the railway Rothschild of England), there would 
be a fatality against its success.

IRST SECTION OF THE NORTHERN PROVINCIAL | 
RAILWAY COMPANY, FROM RIVADESELLA TO OVIEDO, WITH BRANCH | 
LINE TO LAUGREO, MLERES, &.—The distance from Rivadesella to Oviedo, with 
ranch to and res, is taken at about twelve leagues. The road will, in its 
course, take in a population estimated at 120,000 or upwards, and, add to this, that it is 
calculated there would arrive daily upwards of 100 persons at Rivadesella or Caugus Ouis, 
from Navarre, Guiapuescoa, Biscay, Rioza, Burgos, Alava, Santander, Palencia, and Toro, 
on their journey through the Asturias, into Castile and Galicia, and also that there would 
daily arrive at Oveido from the western part of Asturias, Castile, Galicia, Toro, and Leon 
on their journey to the different ports and towns on the northern coast, the same number 
of persons to take advantage of this railroad, it being a considerable saving of time and ex- 
pense, as compared with the present mountainous and almost impassable roads, over 
which they are now obliged to go, and also affording an i liat dation to the 
ports of Gijon, Villeviciosa, Aviles, &c.

at 1000 tons daily, with a certainty of an immense increase.

In lieu of the present very circuitous and expensive route, it will o 
up the shortest and most advantageous communication between Norwich, Fs 
mouth, Lowestoft, Ipswich, Thetford, Bury St. Edmunds, Ely, Cambridge, 
Huntingdon, Peterborough, Stamford, and other important towns in the eastern 
counties, and Nottingham, Sheffield, Leeds, Stockport, Manchester, Liverpool, 
and the other manufacturing towns in the north midland and northern coua- 
ties. In connection with the Ipswich, Bury, and Ely, and Ely and Peterbo- 
rough Railways, on the one side, and the Manchester, Buxton, and Midlands 
Railway on the other, this railway will complete the cheapest and most direct 
route from the government port of Harwich to Manchester and Liverpool, &c.,

In the Croydon and Dalkey atmospheric lines, on 
Mr. Samuda’s plan, the first carriage only is attached by a metal tongue 
to the piston of the tube, and thus the following carriages are only kept 
on the rails by the flanges of the wheels, which causes excessive wearin 
friction of both wheels and rails, and great danger in passing curves at high 
velocities. The same remarks apply to Pilbrow’s system ; only, the first 
carriage being kept on the rails by the rack running between the stationary 
pinions, and the remaining iages depending on the flanges of the 
wheels to keep them on the rails. By the adoption of my system every car- 
riage will be equally secure from running off the rails. The wheels have 
no flanges, but are perfectly cylindrical, or slightly convex, on the edges ; 
thus they will move with less friction than flanged wheels, and can be 
made at less expense. The baggage of every passenger will travel in and 
upon the same’ carriage as himself, thus preventing those inconvenient se- 
parations and confusion of passen and baggage which often occur. 
The rails can be formed, especially for atmospheric lines, at the expense of 
about 16} lbs. of iron yard, instead of 40, 50, 60, and 70 lIbs., as now 
used.

CORRECTION OF A POPULAR ERROR, AS TO THE CAUSES OF A 
ROCKET’S FLIGHT THROUGH THE AIR. 
Str,—Having lately received a small phiet, entitled Description of 
the Fumific Impeller, by Alexander Gordon, Member of the Institution of 
Civil. Engineers, in which an erroneous theory of the career of the flight 
of a rocket is stated at p. 9, as follows :—‘“ The combustion of this 10 Ibs. 
of composition and its rush a tergo projects the rocket over a base line of 
3450 yards (or only seventy yards short of two miles) in seven seconds. 
Here, then, is an instance of much higher velocity than that of any ma- 
chinery or implement, not excepting evenacannon-ball. ‘Theresisting body 
in the cage of the rocket,’ as in the case of a piece of ordnance fired with 
a wad, as is done in Dr. Hntton’s pendulum, ‘is the air ; and the flight of 
the rocket thus depends on a comparison between the weight to be moved 
(adding to it the effect of gravity and the anterior resistance of the atmo- 
sphere) and that of the resistance which the air o s to the issuing cur- 
rent;’” and’ which appears to be extracted from the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica. I think it as well; having had a good deal of practical experience in 
rockets, to state that it is an error, to suppose the rocket is at all assisted 
in its flight by the atmosphere. A rocket is impelled forwards by t he 
powerful pressure of the gaseous fluid, which is formed by the combustion 
of its Composition; the opening called the vent, through which this gaseous 
fluid issues, being at ove end of the case, and the fluid pressing equally on 
all sides, the excess of the pressureat the head of the rochet beyond that at 
the other end of the case, where there is one, and sometimes are several open- 
ings made for its escape, is the quantity of power by which the rocket is im- 
pelled. Consequently, a rocket would fly much further in a vacuum ; 
and any one‘may convince himself of this»by making a small firework 
called the tourbitlon, the vertical ascent, and the circular or spinning mo- 
tion of which is caused by the gaseous matter, under exactly the same 
laws as the rocket, by certain opposite openings being made in the case. 
The resistance of the. ¢,being much greater at the head of the 
rocket in its flight than any assistance the rocket can possibly receive at the 
other end, from the medium it is in, it would not fly at all, except by the 
law which I have endeavoured popularly to explain. I have iy laa 
tee scientific correspondent, Dr. Murray, and others well versed in phi- 
osophical knowledge, will agree with me that the cause I have explained 
is the true one as to the flight of a rocket; and, under the impression that 
it is the duty of every one who is able to add his little mite to the general 
stock of knowledge, as circumstances may enable him, I take the advan- 
tage of your scientific and liberal paper to do so.—Samvurt PARBy.

ON SUBMARINE RAILWAYS 
ResPectep Frrenp,—At a period when railways are causing a con- 
siderable revolution Europe, a few remarks on a plan which 
I have for constructing railways in rivers and narrow seas may 
not be uninteresting to the readers of the Mining Journal; therefore,- 
thy permission, I will enter into a few details on the subject. 
The idea of extending railways in the liquid element will undoubtedly 
appear formidable at first thought ; we are accustomed to consider the 
sea as a barrier which can only be overcome by gliding on its surface, 
yet,what is water but a fluid more dense than which we breathe ? 
Man has found means ,to enter it with facility, and to conduct difficult 
perationsat iderable depths; breakwaters, bridges, &c., are constructed 
in channels, where they are exposed to the fury of the sea during terrible 
gales, ‘The breakwater at Cherbourg extends three miles in 
sixty feet of water, forming a vast harbour for vessels. May it not be

In England there are many rivers with 
towns on either side, between which a communication on terra firma 
would be of considerable importance, not only as regards the local traffic, 
but by being the means of continuing important railways without deviat- 
| ing the lines. Of these towns Liverpool and Birkenhead are, perhaps, 
of the greatest importance, also North and South Shields. Submarine 
railways would be also of very considerable use in different parts of the 
Severn, but it would be impossible to name two places separated by the 
| sea to which the construction of a submarine railway would be of greater 
| importance than Dover and Calais ; this railway would connect the two 
st countries on earth ; it would also be to England the door to the 
| continent, and to the continent the door to England. On that road a 
x amount of traffic would be carried than on any other railway 
that has been or ever will be constructed ; the immense treasures con- 
tained in the mines of Britain would find their way to the continent, a 
stimulus given to manufactures as yet unknown ; commercially speaking, 
the whole of Europe would become as one vast country, one part ex- 
changing its ane alt produce for the manufactures of the other part ; 
everything would have its full value by finding its level. ‘ 
It is probable, however, that many persons will view this scheme with 
scepticism ; this may be expected, by its being both novel and gigantic, 
et may not consideration make that which appears at first thought as 
iysurmountable afterwards easy and plain. It will be admitted that to con- 
struct such a tunnel would be an easier matter than to build iron vessels, as it 





the water would be the work of only a few hours for each division of 400 
feet in length ; perhaps that part of the work which will appear the most 
complicated will be to connect the divisions under water; to this part of 
the work I have given peculiar attention, and I believe that I kgve so far 
succeeded in finding means to accomplish this object, thaggthe operation 
will be attended with no extraordinary difficulty to those who can remain 
during half an hour in deep water. The diver would use no other tool 
than a large hammer—in fact, I think that means will be found to connect 
the divisions temporarily, outside, without descending at all in the sea. 
Then, with a view of diminishing the number of joints, several of the 
divisions might be joined together on the sea-shore, at low tide, and the 
whole, thus joined permanently, be sunk in their position. Improvements 
would, of course, suggest themselves as to the mode of operating to those 
who would direct the work in its details. 

I may be asked how I would protect the tunnel from injury in a chan- 
nel where the storm is often felt so violently ; in answer to this question, 
I refer to those who have proved that the sea is never agitated in great 
depths ; from ten to twenty feet is supposed to be the greatest depth in 
which the storm is felt ; this seems in accordance with the laws of Nature, 
for if the sea was ever violently agitated below, where could the myriads 
of living creatures in its bosom find shelter, so as not to be dashed against 
the rocks; this supposition alone, if there was nother, would be suffi- 
cient to demonstrate the fact of the sea being perfectly calm below during 
the most violent storms ; thus the water, instead of injuring the building, 
would be a valuable protection to it. As regards that part of the tunnel 
which would be near the shore, it would be sunk underground and covered 
with stones fastened together, so as to render them immoveable, even 
when the waves would roll over with the greatest fury. 

On examining this plan, it will be seen that the practicability does not 
depend on'a number of operations new to science ; it is only by the appli- 
cation of the most simple arts that I propose to attain the object of form- 
ing submarine railways, a project of considerable magnitude, certainly, 
when we consider an iron tunnel as one building, but which, when we 
examine in detail, seems only a work which an ordinary boiler-maker 
would undertake to execute. The divisions might be built in different 
sea-ports, as they could be towed to the required spot by being made to 
float ; by these means the whole could be built in a very short space of 
time, and the road completed in little more time than would be occupied 
in constructing an ordinary railway. There is, however, another item of 
importance which must not be lost sight of—I mean the expense. This 
will be, perhaps, the greatest objection, which will be started by many 
persons ; let, however, the probable cost of constructing, the divisions be 
calculated, and if the price of iron at present be considered, the expense 
will not be so immense as might be supposed. ‘The tunnel is to be merely 
a rough wrought-iron tube, and shaped with no other tools than those 
used by boiler-makers ; this tube is to be placed on a spot which no mor- 
tal can claim as his own—consequently, no landowner will-pocket a shilling 
of the money raised by the shareholders. ‘Then the railway will be formed in 
forming the tube ; there will be no hills to cut through, valleys to fill up, 
or arches to build; in short, the sum total of the work is comprised in 
the tunnel itself; when completed, the road is open, and perhaps no other 
railway could be so easily kept in order, and with so little expense. 

The first submarine railways that would be made would, probably, be 
short lines; by these the practicability of the plan would be tested ;_per- 
haps it will not be until then that the plausibility of the scheme will be 
evident to every one ; it is only after a thing of importance has been car- 
ried out that we see its simplicity, or, in the words of Bacon, “ When any 
thing is first projected, we think it impossible; then, after, we think it 
strange that it was not attempted before.” 

I may here remark that I do not believe that steam will be superseded 
by any other power during the present age. Steam, as a motive power, 
has not been given to mortals to have such a short reign; probably, it 
will last as ey | as the art of printing has already done. Improvements 
will undoubtedly take place, but the principle will remain the same. 
Nature does not reveal the whole of her secrets at once, but only as they 
are required, according to the use which man has made of those entrusted 
to him : the history of the world will prove it. It is probable that, in 
future ages, men will discover a power which will make as much revolu- 
tion as steam, but at present the business of man is to apply that power 
where it is possible, so as to connect the most distant places. The plan 
which I poe is to facilitate its universal application, and if the scien- 
tific world will examine the subject, the day may not be far distant when 
the flying locomotive will roll under the iron arch supporting the liquid 
element.—Joun DE LA Have: London-road, Liverpool.

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RAILROADS IN IRELAND—AMERICAN PACKET STATION. 

We made an announcement (avowedly not from an official source) in 
the Mining Journal of the 20th7ult., to the effect that the port of Beer- 
haven, within the entrance of Bantry Bay, had deen decided upon by the 
Board of Admiralty aSa favourable station for the American steam-packets, 
and, notwithstanding the discredit attempted to be attached to this an- 
nouncement, by one or two Irish and as many English local journals, we 
still adhere to it as that of a fact all but officially authenticated. It is now 
well known that for a long time the. attention of Government had been 
directed to the formation of a packet station on the south-west coast of 
Ireland, and the reply directed by Sir Robert Peel, to be given to the re- 
solution or memorial of thé grand jury of the county of Kerry, respecting 
the merits of Valentia as an American packet station, intimates that, in 
the selection of such station, not only were the comparative extent and se- 
curity of the harbours themselves, and the facilities of access or egress for 
sailing or steam-vessels, to be considered, but reference must also be had 
to the communications by land, and the facilities for connecting them with 
the interior of the country, and with Dublin. That there'is to be a packet 
station in connection with the railways from the south-west coast of Ire- 
land to Dublin, is, in the opinion of all well-informed persons in the United 
Kingdom, beyond any doubt. That such station will be the port of Beer- 
haven, if the decision of the Board of Admiralty be carried into effect, is, as 
we firmly believe, a matter of course. “The progress of railways in the 
south-west of Ireland (writes Sir Robert Peel’s secretary, by direction of 
the right hon. baronet) will be of material importance as an element in 
forming a judgment on this subject.” The reply of Sir R. Peel to the 
county Kerry grand jury was written some weeks anterior to the decision 
of the Board of Admiralty, which we alluded to; and the direct lines of 
railway, connecting Dublin with Cork, and the latter with Bandon, had 
been already sanctioned by Parliament; and the extension line from Ban- 
don to Bantry was projected in either case, whether of a packet station 
being or not being established at Beerhaven, as the necessary terminus of 
the direct line from Dublin to the southern sea-coast of Ireland. Inde- 
pendent of a packet station, the importance.of a railway between Cork 
and Bantry, embracing in its line the principal and most thriving towns 
on the south coast, and the whole mining district, and having branches to 
the principal sea-ports on that coast, was fully appreciated, and the project 
for such railway was no sooner announced, than it was hailed by capital- 
ists as one of the safest of the speculations which the “railway mania” 
gave rise to, Should the packet station (and we have no doubt it will) 
be the terminus of this line, the speculation may, indeed, be considered 
not only the safest but the most remunerative of any in the whole railway 
department of the United Kingdom. 
We have, in a former article, referred to the facilities afforded by the 
nature of the country for the formation of a railway from Bandon to Ban- 
try. A company to carry out the project had already been formed in this 
country, but embracing a portion of the proprietary of the Cork and Ban- 
don Railway vow in progress of construction, and a committee of the 
English proprietary of this Bandon and Bantry project conducted the bu- 
siness, preliminary to an application to Parliament, in London. Some mis- 
understanding had, it seems, arisen between this committee and the Irish 
shareholders, but a deputation from the former having recently proceeded 
to Ireland, had an interview with the directors of the Cork and Bandon 
Railway; and the differences between the parties have been, we are happy 
to learn, satisfactorily adjusted, and all the necessary documents for com- 
ing before Parliament, founded upon such adjustment, are, as we further 
learn, already prepared. The Bandon and Bantry line becomes, by this 
arrangement, an extension of the Cork and Bandon, and all collision of a 
competing company being done away with, there can be, as we have every 
reason to believe, no doubt of the success of the application to Parliament. 
Thus will be constructed a direct railway from Dublin, through Cork and 
Bandon, to Bantry, forming the line of communication referred to by Sir 
Robert Peel, as that which . would be of “ material importance as an ele~- 
ment in forming a judgment” upon the “ solution of a packet station on 
the south-west coast of Ireland.” Having stated so much for the railway 
—the connecting link of communication, or rather of transit of goods, pas- 
sengers, and the mails, between Bantry and Dublin—it is but right that 
we should notice, more particularly than we have yet done, the merits of 
the port of Beerhaven, as in every essential calculated for an Anglo-Ame- 
ricun packet station. We might go further, and maintain that that port 
would form the most fitting station for the Spanish, Portuguese, and Me- 
diterranean packets, judging of fitness by facility of attainment of the port 
in all weathers, and by its commanding, owing to the prevalence of west 
winds, the coasts of the countries and the sea alluded to, and presuming, 
of course, that the line of railway above-mentioned be constructed through- 
out: but we will confine ourselves to its capabilities and advantages as a 
trans Atlantic packet station. In the first place, it may be mentioned that 
the harbour of Beerhaven is formed by an island called Bere Island, which 
curves inward, and is parallel with the mainland into which opens an inner 
harbour, called Castletown, and which is capable of being entered at any 
tide by vessels drawing not more than ten feet. The outer harbour being 
the whole space between the island and the mainland has depth of water 
varying from fourteen to sixteen fathoms, with fine holding ground, and 
is admirably sheltered both from wind and sea. There are two entrances, 
the western and eastern; the first narrow, but widening immediately both 
inside and outside ; the second sufficiently wide to enable a ship to beat 
into the harbour against a head wind, and having nineteen fathoms water 
all the way across it.- At one side of this entrance is a rock called the 
Dog Rock, upon which it was proposed to build a small lighthouse, so as 
to render the entrance as perfectly safe by night as by day. ‘There area 
few small islands, some close to Bere Island, and some to the mainland, 
but they interfere little or not at all with the navigation of the entrances 
to the harbour. If a sailing-vessel could not, owing to a head wind, get 
out at the western entrance, she had only to run out at the eastern, 
which she could even beat out in a head wind; steam-vessels might, in 
any wind, select cither entrance for ingress or egress. About fifteen miles 
up the Bay of Bantry from Beerhaven, is Bantry Harbour, formed, in like 
manner, by an island, which is called Waiddy, and which, with two other 
islands, shelters it completely from every wind and sea, and having from 
four to six fathoms water, with fine anchorage ground. In 1835, Capt. 
Evans, R.N., who had been forsome time previously, engaged in making 
a survey of the western harbours of Ireland, states in his report to the Ad- 
miralty that the bay from Beerhaven to Bantry is clear of danger, and 
may, with the assistance of the charts alone, be used by strangers. He 
represents Bere Island as remarkably well calculated for either a mili

Experience has shown that the 
vitrification of sand, up to that exclusively, obtained by aid 
of carbonated alkalines, could be effected by sulphate of soda, 
the. state in which salt is in previous to being converted into car- 
ponate. M. pe Saunt-Crice succeeded, in 1826, to have the laws 
modified on soda, and caused it to be extended to the manufacture 
of sulphate of soda, which had so greatly increased, for the fabri- 
cating of glass, which, at ‘the present day, is exclusively obtained 
with sulphate. But, by a proposition of a report made by a com- 
mission of the Chamber of Deputies, they had this tax again im- 
d on our soda factories, whilst, by a curious anomaly, they had 
the duty taken off alcohol, which enters in the manufacture of 
vinegar, and the sugar contained in the molasses for distillation. 
This taxation on sal‘, so necessary in the manufacture of soda, is 
not only eh on the people, but most injurious to commerce 
re, as it is an article of the first importance in enrich- 
i e soil. They assimilated the duty by fixing the tax at 10 
centimes, or 1d. The reason of this exaction is, that there are 
thirty large factories of soda, which are privileged. What matters 
whether the 55,000,000 kilos. or 110,000,000 Ibs. per annum are 
turned into soda or sulphate of soda by 30, 50, or 100 manufacto- 
ries? It is clear that that quantity of salt is annually consumed ; 
and that soda, sold at a cheap rate, will powerfully develope many 
branches of industry, and give a great impulse to bleaching of our 
manufactures, dying, making of glass, &c. Formerly, the manu- 
facturing of sal ammoniac employed a great quantity of taxed salt, 
and there has been a drawback upon salt used in making this arti- 
cle on being exported out of France. At the present day, the 
greater part of sal ammoniac now made in France, in consequence 
of this duty, is made with muriatic acid, the price of which is low. 
The cotton and tinen manufactories used to consume a vast quan- 
tity of salt in bleaching operations ; now, however, muriatic acid is 
chiefly adopted. To make this taxation of 10 francs per 200 Ibs. 
on the salt employed in the manufacture of soda, the Government, 
as an abatement, instituted this drawback on exportation, which is 
a mere political farce. This oppressive duty has raised the price 
from 35 to 40 per cent., which falls extremely heavy on the poor 
and industrious classes, who cannot live without it. It is to be 
hoped that the Government, this next session, will repeal it, or, at 
least, greatly modify it.” 

We have translated the above, as it only shows the injurious 
effects that a tax upon salt has on the well-being of the = and 
commerce in general. The East India Company’s authorities at 
Bombay, Bengal, and Madras, find that it is impossible, notwith- 
standing the severe fines and punishments, to tay it being made, 
to a very large extent, by fraud, or smuggled. The next overland 
mail will, no doubt, bring some important results on this question, 
which so occupies our white salt proprietors of -_ a &e.

Several eminent French engineers have been recently making va- 
rious experiments in the coal mines throughout France, by order of 
the Government, to see if any improvement can be made in the 
Davy safety lamp, and also to produce a light that will be more 
powerful, so as to enable them to carry on their subterraneous ex- 
cavations with greater mene. Au interesting letter has been 
written by M. pe ta Rive to M. Bousstneautrt on this important 
subject, by which it will be seen that both these scientific gentle- 
men are devoting. their particular attention to this improvemeni— 
so great a desideratum for the miner. . “I see that you have given 
your serious investigation as to the most effective means of employ- 
ing the voltaic pile in the lighting of mines. I have for some time 
devoted my attention to this subject, and made various experiments, 
which have not all been successful, but recently I have had reason 
to congratulate myself with what I consider a most economical, and, 
atthe same time advantageous, plan. The pile which Ladoptis formed 
of various concentrical cylinders in platina and copper, separated 
from each other by porous cylinders, so as to form four or five fol- 
lowing couples ; the metal employed is an amalgamation of liquid 
zinc—and, perhaps, more preferable, a mixture of potassium—the 
’ liquid is a solution of sulphate of copper when the negative metal 
is copper, and of chloride of platina when it is platina; one of 
the greatest difficulties, however, is to have a stability in the light. 
Ihave not as yet completely succeeded, but at all events I have 
made great progress in employing small hollow cylinders, and thinly 
supplied with coke, similar to those that are adopted in the piles of 
Bunsen, with the exception, that their dimensions are much smaller, 
and placing them as wicks of lamps; a metal ring, of the same dia- 
meter as the coal cylinder, is placed above this, so as to allow the 
electric current to escape between them. It is requisite that care 
should be taken that the current of air runs from the underneath 
coal cylinder to the metallic conductot above, so that the portion of 
coal conveyed from below to above, falls back by its own weight. 
The whole of the operation is the coal cylinder and the metallic ad-- 
ditions that work it, as well as the ring, or disc, which operate as 
conductors, is placed in a small glass globe, hermetrically closed. 
There is no necessity of causing a vacuum, because the small quan- 
tity of oxygen that it may contain, is very soon consumed by the 
carbon, but it is n to take care that all communication with 
the exterior air is intercepted.” 





IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUFACTURE OF Iron AND SterL.—Mr. J. 
J. Osborne, of Macclesfield, has patented some “ Improvements in the 
Manufacture of Iron and Steel, and in Furnaces to be employed for such 
or similar manufacture. ‘These improvements consist, first, in a composi- 
tion to be added to pig-iron or cast-iron, when in a melted state, consisting 
of 2lbs. common salt, 2lbs. lime, and 151bs, iron slag from the forge, for 
an ordinary ry 24 of 3 to 4cwt. of pig-iron, the ingredients'to be well in- 
corporated, and, by means of an iron spoon, added in small quantities at 
& time, to the melted mass, and then stirred up. The iron is then to be 
puddled and heated, in the usual way of making bar-iron. For making 
sheer-steel, a mixture of 21bs. common salt, 21bs. quicklime, and 2lbs, 
pearl ash, or 4lbs. carbonate of soda, mixed, and added as before, to a 
charge of 5ewt. of pig iron, melted at a white heat, 20 lbs, slag to be added, 
The mass, after being properly worked, is made into balls, hammer and 
roli@d. ‘Foy cast-steel, the mass is tréated in the same way as last described, 
as regards the mixture, but not puddled or balled, a blast furnace may be 
used, The charge being tapped, and run into a bed, for making a plate, 
1} inch thick, the slag will rise to the surface, and upon being cooled by 

ing water, it be easily separated when cold. The plate is then 
up, and remelted in crucibles-or pots, in a blast furnace, in the fol- 
mammer :—+To 28 Ibs. of the plate obtained as last described, add 
14 lbs. green bottle glass, 80z. pearl ash, or 1607. carbonate of soda, and 
80z. black oxide of Manganese, all.to~be stirred up in the melted iron ; 
and when cast into ingots, cast steel will be formed. ‘The second part 
of Mr. J. J. Osborne’s invention relates to the peculiar construction of 
a blast furnace, consisting of a furnace formed of an iron pot, 2 feet 6 inches 
high, and 3 feet in diameter, with 8 holes at equal distances, near to ‘the 
bottom, and round the side, to admit the blast more equally. The pots are 
lined with fine clay, about 4inches thick; in the centre of the pot there is 
a stand, formed of fine bricks, 1 foot high. The potis placed within a can, 
made of firm iron plates, 2 feet 6 inches high, and 3 feet 8 inches in breadth, 
bolted , and cemented, so as to form, with a circular plate at top, 
an air-tight chamber, with a space of 3 inches left round the pot. The 
blast is admitted into this outer can, which forms an air chamber, by 
‘wo or. more openings, by which means the air is more equally distributed 
through the several openings into the pot.

—At the lignite, alum, and vitriol mines of Bouxwiller, a portion of the 
works were broken into by a considerable quantity of water, which the 
miners could not overcome with the usual hand pumps, which had hitherto 
been used for drying the works below the level of the gallery that has 
given way ; they have since erected, in the interior of these mines, a steam- 
engine, whichis used in pumping out the water, and, at the same time, for 
extracting the combustible. This extraction is performed by wi ms 
rolling on an inclined plane of 310 feet in length, with an incline of n 
centimetres per metre, or three feet, it was formerly worked by hand at a 
much less expense, but not near so efficacious as by this method. At 
the petrol, or rock oil, mine of Bechelbronn, the carbonated hydrogen 
gas diving shown itself in the works, the proprietor was ordered by the 
authorities to adopt the Davy safety lamp in those parts of the mine where 
there was any fear of accident. Upper Rhine.—The working of the an- 
cient lead, copper, and silver mines of Giromagny has been resumed and 
are very lucrative. Rhone.—At the copper mines of Saint Bel they are 
following up with activity the cutting of the large gallery for letting off 
the water, which will allow them, when terminated, to carry on the works 
in the under beds and below the level, where the water had obliged them 
to abandon the works.

Sir,—In journeying lately through the mining districts of Sxotland, 
where a number of extensive operations are proceeding, I was not 4 little 
struck to observe that the three valved, or single powered, steam-engines 
are still greatly in use—nay, even the largest fittings in Scotland are being 
erected with engines of this description ; and an idea suggested itself to 
me, what motive could induce men, possessing theintelligence of the mining 
engineers and managers throughout these districts, to adopt the single- 
powered engines for the drainage of their mines—a machine evidently of 
a bye-gone age. Can it be a prejudi¢e tothe double-powered engine, that 
to obtain a direct action, forcing columns of pipes must be adopted? No; 
for the forcing columns are in use with the single-powered engine in 
part of the mining districts above alluded to. Then, it may be naturally 
inquired, why is the double-powered engine so little in use? It may not 
be out of place here to notice the application of the single-powered engine 
as applied to pumping water, and then we will briefly notice the direct 
application of the double-powered engines as adopted to the same. The 
single-powered, or three-valved steam-engine, can only exert its power 
upon one side of the piston; and, therefore, the water dislodged can only 
be equal to one-half of the space travelled through : a very considerable 
part of the effective power is, consequently, lost in the opposite return of 
piston—indeed, it is no uncommon occurrence to load the lever or beam 
upon the pit end of the engine, to cause the buckets to descend, which must 
be glaringly absurd, as, beyond the power required for raising the water, 
no considerable part is lost in thus raising this extra counterbalance load, 
in many cases exceeding twenty tons’ weight. The application of the double- 
powered steam-engine, as applied to the drainage of mines on whatever 
scale, must be the most direct in its application, and most effective. A 
single-powered engine, which, we will suppose, travels through a space of 
250 feet. per minute, can only be effective 125 feet of that distance, and the 
friction of the other/half must be overcome at the expense of the power of 
the effective distance travelled. ‘Fhe double-powered stcam-engine on the 
other hand, supposing, as above, the distance travelled through is 250 feet, 
consequently, the whole distance must be effectually applied when the 
power is equally exerted throughout. In former years, the forcing system 
of raising water from mines was scarcely in practise; now happily former 
prejudices againstghis system are fast disappearing, and its application be- 
coming more general. It might then naturally be presumed that this 
change would have effected an alteration favourable to the general appli- 
cation of the double-powered pumping-engine, but we find it far otherwise; 
seeing the largest operations in the mining districts firmly adhering to the 
single-powered engine, and, in a very round about sort of manner, ap- 
plying at the same time the forcing system in raising the water, by apply- 
ing to the opposite end of the beam from the steam cylinder, ponderous 
weights to obtain the requisite power necessary for forcing. Such is a faint 
outline of the application of the steam-engine as applied generally to the 
winnings of our valuable mineral districts; and, as every succeeding year 
is exhausting the strata nearest the surface, and year after year increasing 
the depths, calling loudly, as it were, for increased zeal and foresight to 
direct these operations, time cannot be misspent in economically devising 
and apply the most effective machinery for winning and working these 
minerals, the staple produce of our country.—Munas: Glasgow, Sept. 27.
